Bandits Escaping 


H arry Mueller, 
cashier 
of the 
First National Bank of Niles Cen­ 
ter, and living 
at STM 
School 
street, Morton Grove, w a s snot and 
fatally wounded last I rid ay when 
entering the bank as three ban­ 
dits wTere making 
their 
escape 
through the same door. 
He had 
been out for lunch; m ea n w h ile the 
robbery had occurred. 
Although rushed to the St. r ran­ 
d s hospital in Elgin, 
and blood 
transfusion was resorted to in an 
attem pt to make up for the loss of 
blood from the wound just belowr 
the hip, Mr. Mueller passed away 
Sunday night. 
The amount taken was 84,960.84. 
Five young desperadoes, who had 
stolen a fast Chrysler touring cal­ 
ami planned to rob the Niles Cen­ 
ter National Bank arrived at the 
bank about 2 J), rn., and quickly ex­ 
ecuted plans. Three of them rushed 
into the bank, displayed their guns 
and notified the occupants that they 
were there to hold up 
the bank. 
They told L. F. Bauman, the as­ 
sistant. cashier, that no one would 
be hurt if they obeyed orders. 
Of 
course it was dangerous for any­ 
body to resist the robbers’ orders. 
Miss Jeanette Ruesch, the .stenog­ 
rapher and three customers could 
only < bey e? h rs r{ the thieves, 
who rushed their business. 
Three 
patrons of the bank, who were 
present for business were forced 
to obey the thieves’ orders to face 
the south wall 
and 
place their 
hands on the counter. John Meier, 
one of the patrons, who was pres­ 
ent to deposit $85.00 was glad they 
did not know his plans. 
None of 
the patrons were molested. * One 
lady who came in was told to sit 
on a chair in front of the window 
so no one passing would suspect 
anything wrong inside the bank. 
Three of the robbers did their jobs 
quickly and rushed out the front 
door, where they ran into Cashier 
Mueller w-ho did 
not 
understand 
their haste. 
In reply to his ques- 
t rn one of the gang shot Mueller 
m his left leg -near his hip- and 
the gang rushed to their w-aiting 
fast 
Chrysler automobile 
which 
they had stolen from a woman in 
Chicago and drove so fast the po­ 
lice could not catch them. 
The doctors and friends did all 
in their power to save the life of 
their popular friend and bank cash­ 
ier, but it was a mortal w-ound. He 
was rushed to St. Francis hospital 
quickly, but w-eakened by loss of 
blood, Mueller was in a critical 
condition. 
In an effort to save his life. Ed­ 
ward IL Harms, a director of the 
bank and a candidate in the com­ 
ing election for village president, 
gave one and one-half pints of his 
blood for a transfusion, 
but he 
could not be saved. 
Mr. Mueller w-as a native of Niles 
Center, and since 1921 had served 
as cashier in banks in Niles, Mor­ 
ton Grove and Niles Center.

Chicago, 111.—Installment

ment of state motor vehicle regis­ 
tration fees is advocated 
by the 
Chicago Motor Club. 
Joseph H. 
Braun, general counsel for the club, 
has prepared a bill which was re­ 
cently introduced in the General 
Assembly by Representative John 
M. Bolton, providing for payment 
of state licenses 
in two 
install­ 
ments, the first 
payment to be 
good up to the first day of August, 
1933. 
Mr. Braun says: “Unless owners 
of motor vehicles are permitted to 
buy state licenses on the half year 
plan, this year and next, business 
in the state will be further hamp­

ECONOMY MAKES 
YEARLY SAVING 
OF HGHTTHOUS. 


Arlington Heights Village 
Board Found Many 
Ways to Make Cuts 


'.foe village of Arlington Heights 
has been finding many ways to cut 
expenses 
the past 
year. 
With 
their savings and a few more that 
are under consideration, a balanced 
budget will, in all probability, be 
possible the coming year. 
In fact, 
the expenses of the past year have 
been whittled down to such an ex­ 
tent that if eighty per cent of the 
taxes are paid the receipts would be 
ample to pay all expenses, includ­ 
ing interest. 
Cut Light Cost 
The biggest saving was in street 
lights, where a cut in cost of 
$248 .37 a month was effected. This 
saving was accomplished by the 
elimination of unnecessary lights, 
especially in Stonegate and Scars­ 
dale. 
In March, 1931, the village 
paid for 582 electric street lights 
of all kinds, a total of $1,176.25 a 
month. The bill for March, 1932 
is for 402 lamps at a total cost of 
$907 .88, or a saving of approxi­ 
mately $250 a month or $3,000 a 
year. 
Cut Salary of Treasurer 
Placing the office of the village 
treasurer upon a salary basis, in 
place of commission, made a saving 
of $1,980 a year. The elimination 
of the position of water tax collect­ 
or saved the village approximately 
$1,000 a year. 
This work is now 
done by the village treasurer at no 
cost to the village, which makes a 
total saving in the office of tV*> 
treasurer of approximately $3,000 
a year. 
A saving of $300 was affected by 
delay of six months in the issuing 
of $10,000 w’orth of time w arrants 
to the Public Service Co. 
Estab­ 
lishment of office of village treas­ 
urer in the municipal building 
means an additional saving of $50 a 
month. 


The police, water and street de­ 
partm ents have done their bit by 
cuts in salaries that aggregate over 
$500 a year, making a grand total 
of 
economies effected of nearlv 
$8,000. 
The above savings represent fix­ 
ed overhead charges and do not 
take into account the money saved 
by individual departments in cur­ 
rent expenses by use of regular em­ 
ployees in place of outside labor, 
etc. 
Property Owners Also Benefit 
Increased fire protection brought 
about 
reduced 
insurance 
rates 
which has meant individual saving 
to every property owner in the vil­ 
lage, many of them Having already 
received refund checks. 
la v es Collection Inadequate 
It has been necessary to operate 
the village the past year without 
the aid of taxes, except for a small 
amount of 1928 and 1929 delin­ 
quent, The 1930 taxes collected so 
far are not sufficient to even pay 
the time w arrants issued ever a 
year ago, but it is expected that 
the collection of delinquent taxes 
will relieve that situation. 
A complete audit of all village 
departments, including special a s ­ 
sessments, is about completed and 
a comparative statem ent with fi­ 
nancial conditions of a year ago 
compared with today, will soon be’ 
available.

It did not take the new Village 
board long to start the economy 
program which was one of the 
planks upon which the new' mem­ 
bers wTere elected.

would be expected to do their part. 
W ater ’l ax Collector To Go 
No action was taken on the ap­ 
pointment of village treasurer, vil­ 
lage attorney, village engineer or 
w’ater tax collector. Mayor Flen­ 
tie stated that he felt a centralized 
village office w’here all village busi­ 
ness could be transacted was to be 
preferred to the present system and 
would lowrer overhead cost to the 
village. 
Along that line he asked 
that the members consider a plan 
to do away with the position of wa­ 
ter tax collector, for which there 
w?as no applicant and th at an office 
be opened in the village hall for 
the transaction of all business of 
the village. He stated that until 
such a plan was worked out he 
would withhold his appointment of 
treasurer.

lf there could be any doubt as to 
the opinion of the general public in 
regard to the advisibility of secur­ 
ing an 
auxiliary 
w ater supply 
from Arlington Park, that doubt 
was removed Wednesday night ut 
a mass meeting held in the village 
hall. 
The meeting could be said 
to be one hundred per cent in fa­ 
vor of the project. 
Mayor Flentie and members of 
the water committee sent the fol­ 
lowing letter to about fifty resi­ 
dents and business men from vari­ 
ous parts of the village. 
Nearly 
twice that number responded and 
every one spoke in favor of the 
project. 
Mayor Flentie presided. 
Mr. Flentie outlined the w ater 
situation in Arlington Heights. He 
stated th at the village would soon 
be asked to either accept the Scars­ 
dale well or stop using it and allow 
it to be plugged. The supply from 
that source is about 60 gallons a 
minute. 
The village exended over 
$2,000 upon the site, of its own 
money, which, 
except the saving 
from the meter would be lost if the 
well was abandoned. 
The village authorities at pres­ 
ent are unwilling to pay the amount 
asked by the well people, but the 
suggestion was made th at possibly 
a better bargain could be made. It 
was the opinion of the meeting that 
the m atter of acceptance or rejec­ 
tion of the well be left in the 
hands of the village board.
